A the blunt end of the Bodkin, 
from A to B the half which was in the Bladder with 
its Cruft : from B to C the part which was out of the 
Bladder in the Pelvis , the point refting upon the 
lfcbiunt.

IV. The conclufwn of the Prcteftant States of the 
Empire, of the 2 3d of Sept. 1 699, concern- 
ing the Calendar. Communicated by Mr 
Houghton, F. K. S. 

THe Proteftant Corporation having deliberated up- 
on the projected reformation of the Almanacks, 
have" refolved on the following particulars. 

i. That after the 18th of February next, old ftile, 
the following 11 days, anno '1700, fhall be left out in 
the Almanacks, and the Feaft of St Matthias be kept on 
the 1 8th of February aforefaid. 

2. The computation of Eajier, and the Feafts there- 
on depending, (hall for the future be calculated, nei- 
ther according.to the Julian or Dionyjian Calendars, 
nor muc^ lefs according tp the Gregorian Cyclus, but 
according to the true agronomical calculation, as they 
us d to be before the Nicene Council. 

3. The Proteftants Sundays, Feaft-days, and other 
days of the week, fhall as formerly have a diitindf co- 
lumn in the Almanacks, with this Infcription over it, 
Tie Reformed Almanac^. 

4. All the Proteftant Mathematicians fhall be obliged 
diligently to conter with the Mathematicians of the 
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King of Smdeti, to try if, and how their propofals re- 
lating hereunto, can be agreed to, and fo the work be 
perfe&ed. 

5. The aforefaid Mathematicians (hall be order'd to 
confider how for the future the abufe of Judiciary Aero- 
logy in the Almanacks may be abolifhed. 

6. As this reformation of the Almanacks, proceeds 
from the power and authority of the Proteftant States 
in Sacris & Vrofank j fo this is particularly to be inti- 
mated and infilled on, in the Edicts which they (hall 
publifh concerning it..* 

7. The publication thereof (hall be on the laft Sun- 
day before the Advent, in thisprefent 1629th year. 

Further the Proteftant States of the Empire have refolved, 
that this following remark/hall be prefixed to the Al- 
manacks, which Jhall hereafter be printed. 

The moft famous Aftronomers having by diligent 
obfervation perceived, that by continual adhering to 
the Julian, or fo called Old Calendar, and the therein 
ufed Djonifian Cyclus, for the calculation of the Feafts, 
we the longer the more departed from the terms of 
the iEquinoftials, and from the Courfe of the Sun and 
Moon, and confequently alfb from the appointed times 
of the obfervation of thofe Feafts, and Holidays pre- 
ferred by the Church, the Proteftant States of the 
Empire, in the Imperial Dyet of Regensburg, have una- 
nimoufly refolved, in this 1700th year, at once, and 
together, to leave out the 11 days, which, from the 
tkne of the Nicene Council to this day, have been in- 
tercalated , and that in the following manner, viz. 
That after the 18th of February, Old Style, (hall for the 
next ycaj be written the ift of March, and the Feaft 
of St Matthias, which fhould fall on the 24th of F ebru- 
«rv, fhall be kept this year on the 1 8th,. (which 
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falls on a Sunday) ; and for the future, if no better Cj- 
clus can be found out, all theFeafts fhall be computed, 
according to the raoft accurate Aftronomical Calculati- 
on ; and as this refolution proceeds from the power and 
authority of the Proteftant States, in Sacris & Prof ink, 
fb alfo the prefent reformation of the Almanacks has 
no other defign, than as much as may be, for the fu- 
ture to reconcile the calculations of the Feafts and Ho- 
lidays, to the true courfe of the Sun and Moon - y and 
to prevent further confufion in this affair. 

Explication of this Conclujion,. 

i. The Eajiers are hereafter to be computed, not by 
the Cyclus^ but Aftronomically, and this to continue 
only for this following Century, the Aftronomers being 
left at liberty, in the mean time to confult on further 
methods, to prevent any further variation. 

2. This refolution doth not proceed from any con- 
defcendence to the Roman Catholkks, nor can be inter- 
preted an accepting of the Gregorian Calendar, conli- 
dering i. the omiilion or leaving out of thefe u days 
intercalated, is quite different from, that which they, 
had done before $ for here the calculation of time n 
only reduced to the courfe of the Sun, and to which, it 
was before the Nicene Council, i.. Wherefore the; 
principal thing in the Gregorian Calendar, and the Gre- 
gprian CjcIhs, is yet retain d by. them. 3, The Aftrono.- 
mical computation of Eafier in the new Calendars , is 
a- perpetual and annual real proteftation again ft the in- 
jyncfion of Pope Gregorius $ and yet 4,thl.y, the dif- 
ferent methods of computation (the Aftronomical which 
we ufe, and the Cjcltts. which they ufe) to find the 
Eafters.and Feafts. depending thereon, makes no great 
difference in the thing itfelf, except in one.' only. cafe r 
atherewife they fall every year on the fame day. 

3. This 
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3. This eafe except as- above, is., that our Ea^-f 
will fall fometiiaes # days later than theirs, bqt this, 
will only happen, when the JE^uino&ial full Moon 
will fall too dear a Smday, for then the Gregdrians, 
according to their Cycl»s, will obferve their Eafter on 
the Sunday immediately following 5 but the 1 Prote : 
ftants, to avoid obferving Eafter on the. fame day with 
the Jews, -which, according to -the Aftrortomical cal- 
culation, keep their Eafter 8 day9 after 5 and that ac- 
cording to an ancient rale and practice of theChriftian 
Church j which, when Eafter full Moon fell on a Satur- 
day, and that Saturday happen to be the 21ft of March, 
then the Eafter is to be obferved on the Sunday follow- 
ing, 8 days after. 

4. This refolution will not be an occafion of any 
further variance, and difference in the computation of 
time, :for 1. The numbring of the days continues uni- 
formly without any difference- all the next Century 3 
and before this Century be ended, a method will.be 
found, to agree about the fecular intercalary day. 
2. The Gregorian Calendar does not depart much more, 
nor will hereafter, from the courfe of the Heavens and 
the Canons 5 and except in the aforefaid cafe, the com- 
putations ot Eafter will. every year a&ually agree. 3. It 
is not now neceffary to trouble-our felves with the fear- 
ed notable removing of Eafter from its due term, 
which the Gregorian Calendar will occafion 3 and be- 
fore that happens, if the world (hall ftand yet many 
ages, means will be found to prevent it. 

5. If any corre&ion of the Gregorian Calendar mould 
happen ( which is hardly to be prefumed) yet our 
Aftronomical calculation will always be more accurate 
than their Cycluf, and if they wilt not tranfgrefs againft 
the Canons, and the eourfe of the Heavens, they muft 
comply with us. 

6. It 
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6. It being thought fit that the n dajft ftould at 
once be left out, it was alfo thought beft to do it im- 
mediately before the ift of March, ft' no. and that 
next year, inftead of writing and numbering after the 
18th, the 19th of February, to write the iftof March $ 
and that becaufe 1. in thefe eleven days is no Feaft- 
day, and St Matthias falls on a Sunday, fo that it's all 
one whether it be obferved on the one or the other 
Sunday, 8 days fooner or later. 3, Becaufe thus the 
old and new ftile will be fully united and reconciled, 
and that at once.
